Each year in late January nnd enrly 
February Fort Worth relives Its 
Western Heritage to the hilt by 
hosting Lhe annual Southwestern Ex¬ 
position and Fat Stock Show. This 
year the show runs Jnn. 28 through 
Feb. B. with nil events scheduled at the 
Will Rogers Memorial Complex. 

The 01st edition of the stock show is 
expected to draw over 730,000 persons 
from across the United Slates and 
many foreign countries during its 
12-day run. An outstanding family- 
oriented entertainment program lias 
been planned. 

Attending the show is considered by 
many as a personal annuel outing. 
There's a group from Waco, headed by 
Roy Durle, that comes each yoar. For 
Durle, this will bu his 69th consecutive 
year to attend the Stock Show and 
Rodeo with his group of seven friends. 
Their day this year will bo the last 
Sunday. 

Two people from out of state have 
been ordering rodeo tickets for over 36 
years. J. A. Griffin from Mississippi 
and Walter Mayfield from Nebraska 
travel here each year for the livestock 
show and attend almost all the rodeo 
performances. Each is active in 
livestock breeding programs in their 
respective areas. 

These are representative of a large 
number of died-ln-the-wool Fort Worth 
Stock Show and Rodeo fans from 
across the country who attend the an¬ 
nual extravaganza despite economics 
and the so-called “Stock Show 
weather.” 

According to tradition, the city will 
become a beehive of cowboys, 
cowgirls and lovers of western pagean¬ 
try during the show's run. Western 
wear merchants look Upon the annual 
show aS a reason for Chrlstmns in 
January. 

Based upon a study commissioned 
during the 1986 Stock Show, the 
12-day program each yoar generates 
about $43 million in new money to the 
area's economy. UBing a conservative 
mulLlplo of the money changing hands 
at least three times, the economic pic¬ 
ture is enhanced by over 3130 million. 

This year's livestock show and ac¬ 
companying 23 performances of the 
World's Original Indoor Rodeo will 
pay out mdre than 8460,000 in 
premiums and prize money 

The beginning activity for the two 
weeks of festivities will be the annual 
Stock Show AH-Wastsrn Parade 
through downtown Fort Worth, The 
parade, featuring several hundred par¬ 
ticipants who represent riding clubs, 
marching bands and merchants who 
sponsor norse-drawn vehicles, will step 
off from the Tart-ant County Court 


Hauso at 11 a.in. Snlurdny, Jan. 24. 

Route of the parade will be south «m 
Houston Street to 9th Street, enst to 
Main Street, then north to tho court 
house. Last year, more than 130,0011 
persona lined Lhe streets to watch the 
two-hour pnrnde. 

More than 16,000 head of top quali¬ 
ty livestock will be exhibited and judg¬ 
ed during the Stock Show. Classes are 
scheduled for beef cattle, dairy cattle, 
horses, sheen, swine, donkeys, imilva, 
poultry, rabnits and pigeons. 

All judging is conducted in the 42 
acres of covered arenas and livestock 
barns at the Will Rogers Complex. In 
addition to livestock judging, a 
number of specinl exhibits nro situated 
in the Cattle Barns to present 
previews of exotic cattle such as 
Gelbvioh, Romagnoia, Blonde 
d'Aquitaino, White Park, Texas 
Longhorn and Braford. 

Tho Stock Show also offers a 
number of educational exhibits free to 
visitors. The Children's Barnyard, 
located between the Sheep and Swine 
Barns features mother farm animals 
with their young in a barnyard setting. 
The exhibit also includes the hatching 
of chickon eggs, giving viewers an op¬ 
portunity to see the process. Another 
equally favorite exhibit is the Milking 
Parlor botweon Cattle Barns 1 and 2, 
showing an open viewing area where 
the dairy cattle are milked £nch day 
using modern techniques.
